Qiieon's guest. To-day, when' the 
French Princes are expelled from their 
"la belle France," l-^n^dand olfera them a 
homo wlieie . II. y i.i.iy be an free aa the 
air they broaiac, and enjoy all tho righ's 
of citizBuahip. A nionnrehy has ',coord- 
ed a cordial wDlconio to tlio exii. d chil- 
dren of an uugratofal republic, sod has 
abowu the world a noble example 
of human kinship and love. We may 
be thankful that wo are children of that 
groat ompiro, upon whoao dominions tho 
sun never aela, which, like our own froe 
America, opens hor heart and hand to 
the outcast and downtrodden of tho 
autocracies ol' the old -iTorld. Nut with 
standing this fact, England- baa never 
ceased to maintain tho moat pleasant re- 
lations with the French republic, and haa 
made it distinctly underaiood thai her 
action has no political aiytiitioanco . J ho 
fact of the Queen's telegraphing her 
sympathy to tho Comte de Paris on his 
expulsion from his native land will not 
interrupt the cordial rekliona axisting 
between France and England.

It is Dr. Vaughan's the- 
ory that tyrotdxicon has much to do with 
cholera infantum, symptoms of which are 
aimilar to symptoms of cheese ooiBon- 
iiig.

Old Time School Pjiiilsli|nenUi. 

In a Massabhuaett's town, loss tlmn 
sixty years ago, in a public school the 
puiUBliinenta soraotimes surpassed in 
severity i\ny illuatrationH yet givoii in 
"Notes and Queries," with one or two 
exoeptions, ' W(|' state as facta only 
what we saw with our own oyoH. Ah 
in the Mayhow Bchool, hoys ere aouio- 
times required to too a crack, bend 
over and place the forefinger upon an- 
other cnick, and then, with the boily 
tense in every nerve, the umnter would 
oonio Hlowly along, give a tremendous 
blow with his cowhide, and with tlio 
short jackets worn then, it hurt! He 
broke a ruler across the back of ii boy 'h 
hand. More than once ho drew back 
hi» clenched fist, aud, striking from liis 
hhoulder, knocked the boys nearly as 
larjje as bim.self, tlat to the lioor; and 
one of thoae boys, now an old man, is 
still living. He took up one boy by tiic 
heels, and slinging him round in a cii- 
cle, lirought his head (this wa.s by ac- 
cident) against a box atove in the luid- 
dlo of the door, and for a time the Ijoy 
was duprivoJ of all si?n.so or mot ion, 
until a physician came and revived him. 
With what was called a crow or crow 
stick of wood, he went at one boy, who 
had nii.-.read soine word in the New 
'restunicnt. The l)oy darted down un- 
der i.ino of the desks and crawled from 
one to another, now and then catchini,' 
a blow, until he got near the iloor, 
when the master caught him by the 
collar and lieels and threw him out in 
to the street, and forbid any boy to h't 
the Hull'erer have his overcoat or caii 
tliougli it was a winter's day. On one 
occasion he whijiped a boy with a cow 
hide, at intervals through iijjpst of a 
forenoon, in order to make him hold 
out at arm's length a heavy book. The 
girls in the school, many cf them wo 
men grown, used to weep and shrit^k' 
and cover their heads with tlioir a[)ron.s 
to shut out the horrid sights. This 
dav the boy's sister, early in the whip- 
ping, stood up and 'jiird out. "hold it 
out, John; liold it out, John''; l)ut lat- 
er exclaimed, with her strong Engli.sh 
accent; "Dont you hold it out, John, 
if he kills youl" The masters desk was 
a high one, and stood on a platform. 
One day he called out a boy, made him 
take off his jacket, fastened iiis arms 
round the legs of the desk and stood 
and whipped him with a cowhide un- 
til the blood ran down and one could 
place one's fingers in the jilaces in the 
fleshy part of the arm made by the ir.- 
strunieni uf tortui;'. WV saw the pun- 
iahnieiit, the blood, thy shirt cut into 
ribbons and the gashes. These facts — 
and we might add to them —were not 
a part of the history of slavery, nor 
are they extracted from "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin," but they occurred in a Massa- 
chusetts free school, and tlioy went 
substantially without rebuke. Thn 
master was somutimes prosecuted at the 
law. The father of the writer, a lead- 
ing lawyer at the bar, defended him, 
and be was always acquitted. He paid 
the doctor's bills in the last case and 
gave the boy's mother a load of wood, 
for he was her only son and she wan a 
poor widow. The master was in many 
respects an excellent teacher h^ kept 
the school for many years, and gave it 
up at the last from ill-health, much to 
the regret of the community. He wa:^ 
a christian by profeBtion, kept up fami- 
ly prayers, but therp were some who 
thought — chiefly the boy-i — that he 
■was at times unduly aevere in the in- 
fliction of punishment. — L. W., fn 
Boston Tramcrtpt.
